"I am of the same opinion now that I was 
In the beginning, and you can say that Sac 
retary Bayard is just as positive, too, that 
the whole proceeding has been without war 
rant of law." 

"Which means " 

"That nut a dollar will be allowed to con 
tinue the expenses of the court, except as ei 
plicitly provided by law. No, not a dolla 
will be allowed Mr. Creswell until the cour 
complies with the mandates of congress." 

"You haven't interferred with the judge' 
pay, have youf" 

"I have not, because that question was 
not before me. The legality of the organi- 
sation is a matter which belongs to the sec 
retary of state, and it is for him and the 
president to decide that question. I under- 
stand the whole subject is now before the 
attorney general for his opinion. But, as I 
•aid before, that does nut concern this office 
until the. opinion of the law office is given 
warranting a suspension of the judge's 
salary. To be candid with you, I 
do not believe that either the 
lawyers who are interested or 
the officials of the court really think they 
are justified in the course they have pursued. 
Of course you would expect them to defend 
their course when it is shown to be in the 
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a matter of interpretation of the statutes. 
But I cannot imagine a more flagrant viola- 
tion of law, of contompt for the plainest pro- 
visions of statutes and utterly ignoring spe- 
cific duties imposed by the act creating the 
court. Listen to this: 'Such counsel shall

reasonable allowance in each claim as may 
be approved by the court, to be apportioned 
in <.ach claim adjudicated, and paid tr on 
said award upon tho certificate of oue of the 
Judgea ' And then to the paragraph in the 
Sundry Civil biU, passed March 3, 18TS; 
'That the compensation ol the counsellor ul 
the Uui tod States, provided for by Section I 
of the act oi congress creating a court of 
Alabama claims, approved Juue H, 1S74, 
shall not exceed (ps.oou per annum. ' Is there 
anything complicated or ambiguous about 
those prescriptions and restrictions! Yet 
there has never been tho slightest regard 
paid to them by the court. Mr. Cres- 
well has drawn |LOO0 per annum a* 
though a salaried oflioer of the govern- 
ment. There is not the vestige of a vouchor 
in the treasury department that his claiji to 
this money has ever been approved by the 
court; no allowance has been, 'apportioned 
in each claim adjucated,' nor has he drawn 
his 'reasonable compensation' upon the cer- 
tificate of one of the judgos, but according 
to his own behest. If the public requires 
any better exposition than this of the meth- 
ods of doing business by this tribunal this 
office cannot furnish it In a ». rd. Mr. 
Cresswell has been paid over fifty thousand 
dollars for his services, every dollar of 
which has been drawn from the treasury il- 
legally. If one section of the act could be 
ignored there is no reason why all the stat- 
utes uf the United Kto,tos shuuld not be 
treated in liU ■ n. n,

The president saw half a down oongresi 
men and about twice that number wh 
would like to be lawmakers. To receive 
these callers took him away from the bu« 
ness of hi« office for nearly two hours. E' 
ery one had offices on their minds, either 
for themselves or friends, but only a few 
mentioned the subject to the president. In 
the afternoon Mr. Cleveland came down to 
the East Room, where nearly one hundred 
persons had assembled, having been told by 
the doorkeepers that the president would 
havo a brief reception between 1 and a 
o'clock. About half of the number were 
farmers from western Maryland, who were 
here on an excursion. It has been some 
time since the president has had one of them 
hand shaking receptions, but he got along 
all right and worked them out of the East 
Room in less than five minutes. The White 
House was then closed to visitors for the rest 
of the day. 

Five minutes after the reception was over 
Mr, J. T. Row, of Washington county, 
Maryland, called to present to the president 
lome poetry written by Jacob Frant 
that county. Mr. Row said Mr. Franti 
was by large odds the best poetry writer 
that Maryland has yet produced. Upon 
Marching in his pockets and valise Mr. Row 
iiscovered that he had left the poetry at his 
home. He was very sorry the accident had 
occurred, and said be felt so bad over it be 
would if he could get the measure of the 
president's hand make him a nice pair of 
sheepskin riding gloves and send them to 
him next week with the poetry.

It Is evident that the 
compactly organized but immense labor un- 
ions represented in this congress intend to 
take united action in the coming elections— 
not as a sepnrate party, but as one which 
will impress its views on both the prlltical 
parties of the couutry.

On the Gaa Question— Lively Dis- 
ousaion at the Meeting of 
Council Laat Night. 



Contract With Citizens Gas Light I om- 
panj Amended and Ratified— 
Proceedings in Fall. 



An adjourned meeting of the City 
Council was called to order Friday even- 
ing at 7:30 o'clock, by President John P. 
Phister. Messrs. Chenoweth, Stockton, 
Martin, Hechinger, Frost, Wm. Rudy, 
Conard Rudy, Blanchard, Matthews and 
Fitzgerald answered the roll-call. Messrs. 
Alexander, Yancey and Wallingford 
came in later. The council chamber was 
comfortably filled with citizens, who took 
a deep interest in the proceedings. Pres- 
ident Phister stated the object of the 
meeting to be to take further action as to 
the contract with the Citizens Gas Light 

ting, the Committee on Propositions 
and Grievances in accordance with in- 
itructions, had consulted with Colonel 
Wadsworth as attorney for the city ; that 
the contract first made with said com- 
pany had been altered so as to give the 
ity a first lien on all the works, pipes, 
mains and real estate, and the committe 
low recommended the adoption and sign- 
ng of the contract, as altered, by the 
President of the Council and City Clerk, 
and that it then be placed on record in 
County Clerk's office. A motion to that 
Tect was made and seconded. 
Mr. A. M. J. Cochran was granted the 
Hoor. He spoke nearly an hour on the 
subject He admitted his connection 
with the old gas company, but said he ap- 
peared as a tax-payer, and prospective 
consumer of gas. Reminded the coum 
of the capacity in which they were acting 
—as representatives of the people and 
not as individuals. They should be actu- 
ated by what was the public interest 
alone, and not with the purpose of inju- 
ring any one. If public interest did not 
demand any action on their part none 
should be taken. He spoke of the con- 
tract with the Citizens Gas Company, and 
claimed they were not legally or morally 
•bound by it, because said company bad 
not been legally organized when the con- 
tract was made. They were not bound, 
morally, he said, because one of the mem- 
bers of the new gas company was once 
the agent of the council to investigate the 
gas question, and had suppressed, or 
with-beld a proposition, or plan, to regu- 
late this matter. He maintained that the 
right way, and the best plan, is to allow 
but one gas company in the town and 
have it under the complete control and 
management of the council. Two t 
panies would be sure to create competi- 
tion, and this always resulted, in the 
course of time, in » consolidation of all 
the companies, when the price of gas 
would go back as high, if not higher, tti 



Mr. Cochran. He denied that any plan 
had been suppressed or withheld by the 
Gas Committee. 

Judge Phister was granted leave to 
speak. He suggested that when fifteen 
gentlemen proposed to act for 7,000 or 
8,000 people, they should act slowly. 
They should inform themselves fully be- 
fore taking any final action on such a mo- 
mentous question. He advised the coun- 
cil to adopt Mr. Cochran's resolution, 
and defer final action until the matter 
could be more fully investigated. Hoped 
they would move Blowly and protested as 
a citizen against any hasty action. 

Proceeding to speak of the old gas com- 
pany and the right to alter its charter, be 
wan Interrupted by Messrs. Judd and 
Fitzgerald with some pertinent ques- 
tions. An animated discussion fol- 
lowed. Sarcastic remarks were made. 
Mr. Phister wanted to know if Mr. Fitz- 
gerald was still a member of the council, 
he understood he was holding a Federal 
office.

During the 
confusion Mr. Stockton asked for a re- 
reading of Mr. Cochran's resolution re- 
ferring the matter to another OommlttM, 
and morad its adoption. Mr. Hechinger 
seconded the motion. 

Judge Piaster offered more suggestions 
in favor of resolution, and he and Mr. 
Fitzgerald indulged in a few more spir- 
ited remarks.

possible.eom petition is impossible." Com 
petition could not be relied upon to regu- 
late the price of gas. He cited cases 
where Congress was petitioned twice, and 
refused to allow competing companies to 
enter the city of Washington, the House 
Committee reporting adversely to the 
petition of gas companies in both cases 
for the reasons above mentioned. Acting 
for the old gas company, be said it 
willing to place the whole matter in 
hands of the City Council to arbitrate and 
decide upon the price of gas, hereaftt 
that his company was ready to enter into 
a contract with the city to that effect. 
Under the contract with the Citizens Gae 
Light Company, the city was bound for 
ten years at the rates, of $1.60 per 1,000, 
and $20 per lamp, no matter how cheap 
gas might in the meantime be made un- 
der new improvements and inventions. 
His company did not propose to bind the 
city for any limited time. It was willing 
to leave the whole matter with the City 
Council to change and alter the price at 
any time it might wish lo do so. His 
company was willing to execute bond to 
perform and live up to a contract to this 
effect. He claimed that this plan had 
been suggested to one of the Gas Com- 
mittee who was now a member of the new 
company, and that the suggestion had 
been suppressed or with-held from 
council. Closing, he reiterated that he 
was speaking as a tax-payer and prospec- 
tive consumer of gas. If he had erred in 
any of his remarks, it was not intentional.

The work of re- 
pairing is being pushed. One hundred fam- 
ilies are shelterless. The militia are still on 
duty. Thieves are plenty. The Hill gang 
from Bpringfiold were jailed. 

Prostration following the excitement has 
made many sick. Scores of women and 
children are very ill, and the doctors are 
very busy. The number of houses totally 
iamoliihed is over 150. The cemetery Is in 
ruins. Costly monument* were crushed. 
The ground is covered with dead birds. 
Many hon«es and cows were killed and or- 
L-bards, vineyards and cornfields in the 
track of the cyclone were destroyed. The 
•tricken people must have generous aid from 
abroad. 

Congressman John Little, of the Eighth 
llstrict, makes the following statement: 
"The destruction here is not bo generally 
iweeping as at Jamestown, but it is vastly 
greater. The general course of the tornado 
was from southwest to northeast, through 
the long way and center of the city. Its 
general width was about six huudred feet 
with occasional breaks to the right or 
left In its course of a mile and a half in 
town it is the exception that any square 
Bscaped injury. In most of them 
damaged to property are marked, and 
in some fearful. The business portion 
suffered most The injuries ranged 
from the shattering of windows to 
svery stage of demolition. If a 
■ingle house in the portion escaped harm, I 
have not noticed the exception. In two 
blocks alone practical men have estimated 
the loss to buildings at #00,800. The dam- 
ages to goods iu these will not fall under 
130,000. No class of property escaped. 
Dwellings of all grades, public halls, 
churches, scboolhouasa, fell prey to the 
storm's fury. The individual losses, as shown 
by estimates of committees, will exceed a 
quarter of a million. These are total, as 
they are not covered by insurance. Tuey 
fall most largely, but not nu>t disastrously, 
upon business men. The devastation 
will be most seriously felt by the poor, 
who have come In for their full share. 
I should say as many as forty houses occu- 
pied by poor families wure utterly demol- 
ished. The relief committee estimate— for 
all the sub-committees have not reported— 
that a huudred families will need assistance 
because of losses incurred. Some of them, 
as I know from personal observation, are 
rendered destitute. Numbers of them are 
on the streets in borrowed clothing. The 
business men, aa a rule, will bo heavily bur- 
dened to make their own necessary repairs. 
Aid for the suffering pjor must therefore 
conie from outside sources. It will require 
many thousand dullare to alle- 
viate and prevent suffering, and 
there should be do delay in fur- 
nishing it Thero is a reluctance among 
citizens to a&k for outeJAe assistance. They 
should not be required to ask. It should 
ooraa without the asking, and come gener- 
ously. Winter is clow at hand, and the re- 
lief committee, which is a most excellent 
one, will have all it can do, with all needed 
funds at hand, to provide shelter for the 
necessitous cold weather. Every dollar sent 
the chairman, CI H. B. Mayoard, Wash- 
ington C. H., will be applied to the relief of 
the needy poor. I trust the necessity <or 
prompt assistance will be appreciated.
